In  order  to  promptly  conform  to  the  new  state  of 
affairs  in  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA  and  In  order  that  the 
diplomatic  Institutions  may  carry  out  political  and  eco¬ 
nomic  measures  effectively  and  unifiedly  on  the  spot, 
especially  various  practical  economic  measures  such  as 
development  of  natural  resources,- trade,  communications, 
finance,  etc*,  which  are  very  Important  to  our  country, 

It  Is  necessary  to  seoure  the  cooperation  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  offices  concerned,  especially  to  despatch  officials 
concerned  from  the  respective  Government  offices  to 
FRENCH  INDO-CHINA  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  diplomatic 
organ  on  the  spot,  because  it  cannot  be  expected  to 
attain  the  aim  Completely  by  only  the  existing  despatched 
Institutions  of  the  Foreign  Ministry  alone.  -Nevertheless, 
as  has  been  witnessed  in  other  localities,  these  overseas 
Institutions  have  hitherto  been  directed  and  ordered  by 
the  institutions  other  than  those  of  a  diplomatic  nature 
either  directly  or  indirectly:  and  as  this  state  .of  l 
affairs  threatens  to  disturb  the  unification  of  *he 
diplomatic  institutions  on  +he  spot  8nd  also  of  carrying 
out  powerful  policies,  it  is  of  urgent  necessity  to  dis¬ 
regard  from  now  on  the  resident-officials  of  Government 
offices  other  than  thos°  of  the  Foreign  Ministry  class, 
and  to  appoint  such  personnel  solely  as  Foreign  Ministry 
officials  (Exclusive  of  Army  and  Navy  men  Personnel)  and 
to  control  them  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  Foreign  Minister  not  only  in  their  duties  but  also 
in  their  personal  affairs.

In  view  of  her  position,  natural  resources  and 
result's,  of  the  various  operations  under  enforcement  at. 
present,  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA  Is  one  of  the  Important 
advanced  bases  for  JAPAN'S  Southern  policy,  Japan  Is 
confronted  by  the  Important  national  policy  of  strength¬ 
ening  and  carrying  out  various  military,  political  and 
economic  measures,  etc.  and  especially  It  Is  of  absolute

which  Japan  desires,  it  Is  deemed  as  opportune  to  take 
advantage  of  the  authority  of  the  present  Gevernmcnt. 
Office  of  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA.  so  It  Is  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  various  polloies  of  JAPAN  ,ln  accord  with 
same. 

From  this  point  of  view,  the  Institutions  on  the 
spot  in  FRENCH  INDO-CHINA  must  by  all  means  be  a 
diplomatic  Institution  on  the  surface  with  the  Indirect 
pressure  of  the  garrison  units  as  its  background. 
Therefore,  the  institutions  on  t.he  spot  shall  be  made  a 
diplomatic  Institution  which  shall  .handle  not  .only 
diplomacy  In  a  restricted  sens*,  but  also  political 
affairs  in  general  and  economy,  especially  all  the 
practical  economic  measures  such  as  development  of  re¬ 
sources,  trade,  communications,  finance,  etc*,  unifiedly 
to  which  JAPAN  must  pay  special  attention  and. the  Central 
Government  (T.N.  in  TOKYO)  shall  direct,  and  supervise 
these  institutions  unlfiedly  so  that  same  may  engage 
actively  on  the  spot  in  accordance  with  the  policies 
determined  by  the  TOKYO  Government.
